LITHOSIIDAE 
Ptychoglene haematodes, n. s. 

Black; forewing with .a large crimson jiatch, occnp\dng most of the wing, 
leaving a very narroM- black costal <‘dge, a broader inner margin and a ratlicr wide 
outer margin, which is oblique, widening toward tornus; the patch varies in size 
in the individuals, in some extending down only to subrnedian fold, in others to 
vein one or below; the outer margin is a little indented at about vein four. Hind 
wing with a broad costal ray, not attaining apex, nor crossing cell.

'I'h<‘ hind winos in this si*x lia\a‘ thrr«‘ nearly str.iifjht black lines a<*ross 
the middle and a snbtrrminal li^ht inanil.ir one; a errnniate terminal black line 
on both Min«;s. Fn the female the color is d.irker, more irror.atr with blackish; a 
dark shade (U'eii|>irs the space betwrrii the outer and snbternnnal lim*s. the latter 
beinj; ratlnr distinctly rrlirvial. The hind win«; is also more darkly sh.ulrd 
than in the male, only the outer of the three mi'dian lines distinct, while the 
snbli rininal pnnetiform line has a cn indate black inner ediiinjr. Expanse mm.

T'ore wing yellow. lh«’ costa yellow brown ; inner line nearly |n‘rpendiciilar to 
costa, a little curved; orbicular and reniform brown, solid; outer line excurved 
over cell to \ cin two. then perpendicmlar to inner margin; snhlerniinal line brown, 
slender, close to the brown-shad«‘<l margin. Hind wing snbhyaline whitish, shaded 
with yellow; a brown line on the disk, slightly crenulate over the nervulcs. stop- 
ping below vein two. mIutc if is sharply bent upward; a brown marginal band, 
the fringe more redilish brown, h'xpansc 90 mm.

The wings 
are without markings; fore wing with veins 7-8 stalked; hind wing with veins 
six and seven se]jaratcd, vein eight with a long oblique cross-bar to end of eell. 
Expanse 1() mm.
